Chinamen Have a Big Time Over an 
idol—The McDonald Divorce 
Case Again—More Small- 
pox—Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 
SAN Francisco, Sept. 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Chinese residents of 
the city had a remarkable street parade to- 
day in honor of the great idol known as 
Tan Wong, recently brought from China. 
The parade was of oriental magnificence, 
but was confined to the streets and alleys of 
Chinatown. The costumes, banners and 
oriental weapons incident to the parade 
were brought from China especially for the 
occasion. There were 1000 Chinamen in 
line and a number of Chinese women 
mounted on richly caparisoned horses, the 
entire column presenting a blaze of color. 
The women wore long silken gowns, and at 
their sides walked attendants holding high 
over their heads the banners of the god.

A number of banners, that sprung twenty 
feet in the air, preceded another — 
armed battalion, attired in the brightest yel- 
low, and carrying weapons, no twoof which 
were alike. A feature that afforded particu- 
lar delight to this peculiar people came next. 
It was a bright tinsel pavilion, around the 
balconies of which ran in one continuous 
stream. little figures of men and horses, 
chasing one another, and naked men 
twirling about, fighting with swords, and 
little gods, twisting themselves about like 
snakes. An extraordinarily energetic band, 
in light pink, preceded a troop of cavalry. 
In front of the mighty joss, Tan Wong, 
was a band of musicians, 2 
gongs aud kettle- drums, while a f 
cannoneers followed, keeping up a constant 
fusilade of fire-crackers.

Beneath the Gallows. 


And Makes a Speech, Protesting He 
Was Not a Murderer. 


The Doomed Man Reconciled in the Last Hour 
to His Wife, Whose Sister He Had 
Killed— His Death Quick and 
Without a Struggle. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, Sept: 23.—[Special.| 
Considerable curiosity was felt among those 
holding invitations to the execution of 
Kernaghan today, as to what his condition 
at the last moment would be and what he 
could have to say, that he should so persist- 
ently cling to the privilege of making a 


-| speech, after the well-meant counsels of his 


jailer to refrain from so doing. It was yet 
believed that his courage would be equal to 
the awful demand upon it, so that when he 
appeared, as the fire bell struck at a quarter 
before noon, calm and collected, walking 
unassisted, and save fora little pallor, seem- 
ingly unimpressed by the scene in which 
he was so important a figure, a thrill of ad- 
miration quickened the pulse of even the 
most callous of the observers. 
SPEECH ON THE GALLOWS. 

He mounted firmly to the platform, 
stepped a pace or two to the front, and lean- 
ing against the rail began. A slight tremor 
was noticeable at first, as he spoke his last 
words on earth: 

“GENTLEMEN: I can say before God and 
the world that 1 am innocent! I am no 
murderer. I never was in prison before. 
If it had not been for lies and prevarication 
I would not be a murderer. I was crazy 
when I did the work; and I forgive every- 
body, and 1 know God will forgive me. I 
can now say, ‘O death, where is thy sting?

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


The Doomed Man Keconciled to His 
Wife—An Easy Death. 

SAN Francisco, Sept. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] John Kernaghan was 
hanged in the County Jail, in this city, at 
noon today for the murder of his sister-in- 
law, Martha Hood, October 19, 1885, 
claiming she had estranged him from his 
wife. The murderer was a worthless fel- 
low, depending upon his wife for support. 
Last Wednesday night Kernaghan 
scarcely slept a wink. He turned about on 
his couch and while not lying down, paced 
up and down the little cell. For a week 
he ate but little and lost all his spirit. Ina 
spiritual way Father Galliano, who fre- 
qtently visited him, could exercise but 
little influence. On Thursda morning one 
of the jailers remarked: Kernaghan has 
lost his nerve, and I believe we will have to 
carry him upjon the scaffold. He always 
was a coward and a mean man.” N 

The condemned man passed a very rest- 
less nightand awoke before 7 o’clock this 
morning. Shortly before 9 o’clock he was 
told his wife wouldmeet him. This an- 
nouncement did not move him in the least, 
and, with Bible in hand, he walked u 
stairs and along the corridor to his cell. 
The vigilant jailer who had kept the death 
Watch throughout the night, was relieved 
about that time by the Deputy Sheriff. 

HIS LAST JOKE, 

Shortly after Kernaghan was ensconced 
in cell 61 he was visited by City Physician 
Black, to whom he spoke a few words of 
welcome. The physician felt his pulse, and 
the beat was nearly normal, be 15 eighty 
pulsations. He asked Kernaghan if he did 
not desire some stimulants before going on 
the scaffold. He received a negative reply. 
He said he did not feel nervous. Although 
Dr. Black urged him to take some liquor, he 
remained firm that he did not require any. 
He then thanked the physician for the 
kindness he had manifested toward him 
during his imprisonment, and added, in a 
ocular tone: I am glad to know, Doctor, 

at I will never again need any medicine.’ 

During the forenoon tinsmiths arrived 
in the jail, and to cover up aper - 
tures on the cell doors along the corridors, 
in order to prevent the prisoners from wit- 
nessing the tragedy.

It was ad to his “Dear 
wife,” and was to the effect that if she 
wished to see him in his last moments, he 
was waiting to meet her in a “Christian 
spirit.“ He declared, in conclusion, as he 
has on many occasions, that he has forgiven 
her, and all others to whom he had previ- 
ously attributed the cause of all his trouble. 
After the departure of Harris, Kernaghan 
stated he was not acquainted with the vis- 
itor, and had never met him before. He 
was also ata loss to account for the great 
interest that a perfect stranger kad taken 
in his private affairs.

This she refused to do, and R 
naghan’s habits became so bad that finall 
he provided nothing for his family, and 
wife applied for letters of sole-tradership 
and in the application she set forth that 
Kernaghan was an idle and worthless mam, 
This increased his hatred for his sister 
law, and he believed it was through her in- 
fluence his wife had applied for letters 
He frequently made violent threats agaiust 
the whole family. On the morning of Octo 
ber 8, 1886, he entered his sister-in-lnw’s 
rooin while she was dressing, and, without 
a word, struck her a blow in the head with 
a hammer. When she fell he rained blows 
on her head until he was taken awa 
his wife and step-daughter, who had 
aroused, but as soon as he could break loose 
from them he renewed the attack on his 
sister-in-law. Kernaghan was immediately 
arrest-d. The woman died in three days.

CARROLL D. WRIGHT IN REPLY 
TO Gov. AMES, OF MASS. | 


The Chief of the National Mureau of 
Labor on the Proposed Change 
in the Prison Labor System of 
Massachasetts.

In reply to a communication for- 
warded by Gov. Ames, Col. Carroll D. 
Wright, Chief of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics of Labor, has just furnished a 
statement of the reasons which have 
led him to support the new departure 
im regard to the employment of con- 
victs in its prisons, which the Common- 
wealth is about to make. Ile states 
the belief that the Governor, when he 
signed the Convict Labor Bill, uot only 
did the Commonwealth a service, 
which would become re and more 
apparent if the change to the new sys- 
tem were faithfully carried out, but 
performed an act which would in no 
wise cause him regret in the future. 
Col. Wright says that he bas been but 
little actuated by the idea of removing 
competition primarily while ardently 
desiring such a result. 

Ihave thought, and still think, he 
continues, that it is wise in conducting 
our prison industries to conduct them, 
first, in the interest of society. an inter- 
est which has very largely been lost 
sight of in the immediate past; and, 
second, in the interest of the convict. 
If these two things can be secured and 
at the same time the irritation caused 
by the convict’s employment can be 
reduced to the minimum, the problem 
is fairly well solved. The employment 
of convicts under the hand-labor sys- 
tem offers every possibility for reform- 
atory efforts, debases no convict, even 
those who have arrived at middle age, 
helps to develop the untrained faculties 
of the young man, and further reduces 
the irritation resulting from the mann- 
facture of goods in prisons to its 
minimum power. Under the factory 
aystem, as carried on in prisons, the 
corrigible and the incorrigible can- 
not be classified to a great ex- 
tent, and. their comelete separation se- 
cored. This is a result greatly to be 
desired, for our prisons are too often 
simply schools for crime. The band- 
labor systein offers the best opportuni- 
ties for the easy separation of eonvicts. 
It seems to me that while the hanc- 
labor system, as all systems, is open to 


objections, and would be accompanied 


by some disadvantages that these dis- 
advantages and objections are far less 
than those accompanying any other 
system, and that the positive advan- 
tages are much greater. It is not ideal, 
nor is an ideal system possible, but it is 
apparent from atl considerations, tak- 
ing into account the welfare of society 
at large. of the men engaged in produc- 
tion, and of the convict himself, that 
the utilization of hand Jabor in place of 
the factory system,whether under what 
is called the public account or the 

iece-price plan, offers the nearest so- 
ution of what is known as the convict 
labor question. 

Col. Wright says in his report that 
when the ‘Convict labor bill, was on 
its passage, he was greatly pleased to 
f thut one of its sections provided 
substautially for the introduction of 
the hand-labor system. this provision 


being contained in section 5 of the act: 


“No new machinery to be propelled 
by other than hand or foot power shall 
be used in any such institution. This 
provision he heartily commended, and 
when the bill was before the Governor 
for action he urged him to sign it 
purely on account of section 5, or that 
if the bill were to be vetoed it should 
not be vetoed on the ground of the 


y change of the form ot labor in our 


prisons, as contemplated by that sec- 
tion. The other features of the bill ! 
know nothing of. writes Col. Wright. 
have neither commended them, nor 
criticised them, nor read them. They 
are purely administrative provisions 
which may be very crude, or very per- 
fect, for aught I know. Whatever 
erudeness there is in them can be eas- 
ily corrected, aud whatever good can 
be retained.” He asserts that the tra- 
ditional supposition that men whe 
labor in the prison under the factory 
system are well equipped to enter the 
same employment outside is not very 
strongly backed up by facts, and gives 
the following as his views on the finan- 
cial aspect of the proposed change in 
system: 

“So far as the income from the labor 
of convicts is concerned, the facts in 


Massachusetts are such as to relieve 


the public of all anxiety under any 
ehange that may be made, however 
radical. The tinancial aspects of the 
whole case have but little bearing upon 
the problem. The total expense of all 
prison institutions in the Common- 
wealth, as shown by the special report 
of the Commissioners of Prisons al- 
ready alluded to, was forthe past year 
$993,110.46, and the total receipts for 
labor only $179,527.58. No change of 
system could result ina much worse 
financial condition, a condition which 
ia not the fault of the Government, but 
4s the result of inherent causes. This 
fact shows couclusively that no harm 
could be done in Massachusetts through 
the introduction of the banc-‘abor sys- 
tam; further, it has been found in the 
experience of the Eastern Penitentiary 
of Pennsylvania. in Which convicts have 
been taught, and have been — 
at hund trades for over fifty years, that 
the results of the plan are not neces- 
sarily disastrous. even from an eco- 
nomic point of view, for that  institu- 
tion, containing an average of over a 
thousand prisoners, requires an annual 
appropriation of only $40,000 for all ex- 
above the profits on manufac- 
turing. The statementis also made, in 
a recent report of the board of inspec- 
tors. that for the year 1885,the net cost 
of maintaining the institution, above 
the earnings of convicts, was seven 
events and seven wills per diem per cap- 
ita: while during the same year the ad- 
ditional sum of $8830 was earned and 
placed to the credit of convicts for 
overwork.”

LUYS ASTONISHES THE PARIS 
ACADEMY OF MEDICINE. 


ge and Inexplicabie Results of 
the Application of Medicated or 
Fermented Substances on Hyp- 
noptic Subjects. 


says: Dr. Luys, on August 30th, made 
communication to the Academy of 
Sdicine on a subject which electrified 
ie members present. It was on the 
tion, both at a distance and by direct 
sontact, of certain medicated or fer- 
mented substances on hypnotic sub- 
iects. The latter were all women who 
ould not possibly have got their cue 
beforehand, and were being observed, 
hile r. Luys operated, by a jury of 
scientists, above all suspicion of having 
lent themselves to any trickery. A 
ube, in one instance, was filled with 
sulphate of strychnine by Dr. Luys. and 
he subject, who was not present, was 
old to put it to the left side of the nape 
of her neck. Soon after there was a 
elephonic message from the foreman 
of the jury to say that the patient suf- 
fered in the left side from muscular 
contractions, convulsive starts and a 
rigid body. When the drug was placed 
om the right side of the nape of the 
eck, in imagination the same phe- 
omenon took place. 

Experiments were made on subjects. 
who were brought in to the operator. 
hey had no idea what Dr. Luys was 
bing to use. Alcohol, when put to the 
mape in a tube no larger than a hommo- 
Dathist’s vial and hermetically sealed, 
produced exactly the same effect as if 
imbibed ata bar. Absinthe, hasheesh, 
Dpium, morphine, beer, champagne, 
da and coffee were in succession tried. 
fith their characteristic effects; but 
he cup which cheers but not inebri- 
ates was found too exciting for the 
French neuopaths. Valerian .caused 
he deepest sadness; the thoughts of 
he patient were centered in che grave; 
phe was impelled irresistibly to stoop 
lown and scratch the ground, and 
hought herself in a cemetery exhum- 
ng a deceased relative whom she 
Oved; she fancied herself picking up 
the bones belonging to his skeleton, 
Which she handled with tender rever- 
ence, and,when there wus an imaginary 
mound of them tound, she placed, with 
deep-drawn sighs and ‘tears, und genu- 
flections a cross above them. 

Under the influence of hasheesh 
everything looked rosy and géyety pre- 
vailed. The subject was a young girl 
very fond of the drama. She fancied 
herself on the stage and playing a part 
which suited her to perfection. It was 
an opera bouffe, and she sang her score 
admirably. The sentiments were ex- 
ressed with delicate feeling. 

Dr. Luys can, according to the sub- 
stances he uses, run through the whole 
gamut of human passions and emo- 
tions. What is most strange is that 
no trace of the fictitious world in which 
the hypnotized subject has been wan- 
gering remains when the real con- 
Sciousness is restored. It is very rare 
for even the idea of having been in 
dreamland to survive the awakening 
from the hypnotic trance. Dr. Luys says 
that hypnotic subjects sometimes have 
— of incubating more or less long. 

he subjects are at first gently drawn 
d a certain thing or things, and then 
the drawing becomes an irresistible im- 
pulse. They are at first as if tempted 
and then as if possessed. They can no 
more help themselves than the man 
who had to go to the verge of N iagara 
Falls in a boat could help going over. 

Dr. Roger moved that the academy 
name « commission to inquire into the 
hypnotic suggestions, near and at a 
distance. 

Dr. Bronardel supported him. Ile 
aid: All that Dr. Luys has alleged 
and shown cannot fail to make a noise 
throughout the world. Nobody save 
Mme. Burd and Bouren haye gone so 
ar as Dr. Luys. Ile not only forces on 
he attention of the academy the ques- 
ion of hypnotism, but of persons being 
affected by poisonous substances 
which do not penetrate or, it may be, 
even touch their bodies. This is,from a 
legal point of view, great danger. 
Great social res nsibi ity is involved 
in the matter. It is the duty of the 
academy to have the experiments of 
Dr. — repeated, with others that 
bear u 
It is * thut the influence gained 
by the hypnotic operator remains 
after the subject awakes from the 
trance.

„Are these to step on?“ apologetic- 
ally asked a visitor to the fair last 
evening, as she stepped into the 
artistic exhibition room of carpets, 
rugs and drapery arranged at the far- 
ther end of the art gallery. The ques- 
tion was odd, but reasonable, for such 
floor coverings are not often seen. 
Here are rugs, rich, rare and costly, 
made by skillful labor of oriental 
hands, and rare as any that 
fairy stories tell of. Sloan & (o., the 
exhibitors, have made a specialty of 
three important and attractive portions 
of house furnishing, and have brought 
together in their exhibit many rare 
pieces of artistic work. One long * 
an antique Kazerun, 16} feet by 71, is 
valued at $2500. It is an odd pattern 
with reddish brown and black pre- 
dominating in the coloring. Another, 
ealled a modern Kasirabad, about 14 
feet bv 10, is valued at 81050. These 
two are the most costly rugs exhibited. 
They are in the side apartments where 
the visitor may not tread. Because of 
their value they will be withdrawn 
from the exhibition after thie week. 
Other fine rugs are here shown. They 
cover walls as well as floor, combining 
well their darker colors with the por- 
tiere drapery exhibited. Here are rugs 
from looms of Turkey, Afghan, Lahore, 
Beechapore. Berlin, Oushak, Wilton 
and Axminster.

AN EXHIBIT OF PHOTOGRAPIS—INYO 
MARBLE. 
The choice collection of art photo- 
English amateur, W. P. 
inson, shown in Sam Partridge’s 
exhibit, at the west end of the gallery. 
attracts much attention. The skill of 
the photographer is shown in the care- 
ful Sole of subject and arrangement 
of objects inthe varied views. In all, 
nearly, are charming bits of English 
landseape, and others show in studied 
some more charming maidens. 
fine work of this collection will 
certainly serve to act as a stimulus to 
Pacific Coast amateurs who already 
have done so much excellent work. 
There are abundant subjects for land- 
scape 1 in California, and 
it ight be well from motives of pride 
or from an im —— standpoint to 
send a recipr collection to Mr. 
Robinson in England. In this exhibit 
there are also all kinds of photographic 
material, cameras and outäts ranging 
in price from $6 to $140 
though Inyo county is not down 
onthe records with a county exhibit. 
yet it has a very effective one in that 
of the Inyo marble display in the right 
aisle on the first floor. Inyo peuple 
claim that about every known mineral 
is to be found in their lofty county of 
the Sierras, and some samples of the 
mineral wealth are shown. Gold and 
silver quartz, —— pure salt, anti- 
mony and ten different kinds of dolo- 
mite marble are among the specimens. 
Side by side with them are monster 
ples, as large as any fertile Santa 
Clara can show, rai in the Owens 
River Valley, which has come to the 
front in the past few years as a rich 
agricultural district. e marble is 
marvelous for its purity and general 
excellence. The deposits, not far from 
Owens Lake, are almost boundless in 
their extent. There is enough of this 
matchless ‘uilding material there to 
supply the world and to make San 
Francisco in architectural structure a 
second Rome. Fault was found by 
sculptors with some pieces of this 
white marble that it was 
too hard for easy modeling, as 
compared with that of Carrara or other 
. Italian quarries. These pieces came 
From the outer first deposit, and it is 
gratifying to find that the under second 
strata, now being uncovered and devel- 
oped, is softer and easier for the sculp- 
tor’s chisel. It ig evident that expos- 
causes the stone to harden, and 


this fact will prove of great advantage Are 


in its use for statuary. A large force 
of men are now at work removing this 
outer covering from the deposit at the 
quarry. Many persuns have been 
going to Inyo county lately.
